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Council Arranges to Have Sugar 
Coupons Issued Locally; Antrobus’ 
Office In Charge of Arrangements 


Launch Campaign 
To Aid Greek . 
War Relief Fund 

Dominion Campaign to be Held 
From June 6 to 26; Council Votes 
a $10 Donation to Start Cam¬ 
paign. 

At 'the regular meeting of the 
council last Thursday evening 
Mayor Antrobus read a letter 
which he had received from the 
Greek War Relief Fund, copy of 
which follows;

Coleman, Alta. 

Dear 'Mr. IMIayor:- 
As you read this letter literally 
thousands of children and adults 
in Greece are dying of starvation. 
Today in Greece little children 
hardly more than skeletons fight 
over garbage cans in seareh of a 
mouthful of food and dispute their 
booty with one another. Entire 
families beg together. Skeleton 
mothers with infants at their dry 
breasts and two or three phantom 
children stalk the cities crying 
and shivering for want of ‘ food. 
Everywhere can be seen aband¬ 
oned babies and young children. 
Mothers carry their dead children 
to the cemetery where they leave 
them without tears, or bury them 
surreptitiously so that they can 
retain the food cards of their 
dead. 

To help alleviate these condi¬ 
tions the Government of Canada 
has authorized the Greek War Re¬ 
lief Fund to seek from the cit¬ 
izens of this Dominion the sum 
of half a million dollars during 
the three week period June 6 to 
'26th. The money will be used to 
buy food, medical and other sup¬ 
plies. Purchases will be made by 
the Canadian Red Cross. A joint 
commission comiposed of repre¬ 
sentatives of the Swiss, Swedish, 
and Greek Red 'Cross Societies 
,in collaboration with the Inter¬ 
national Red Cross will arrange 
for distribution of these supplies 
in Greece. 

As the first citizen in your com¬ 
munity may we appeal to you for 
active assistance in three ways:- 

1. Will you be good enough 
to recommend this appeal to the 
papulation of your community. 

2. Will you be good enough to 
confer with other leading citizens 
in your community and encourage 
them to make subscriptions to this 
appeal. 

3. Will you recommend to your 
municipality that they should make 
a subscription. 

Cheques should be made out to 
the Greek War Relief iFund and 
sent to headquarters at the add¬ 
ress on this letterhead. All con¬ 
tributions are allowable deduct¬ 
ions for Income Tax purposes.

P.S. Enclosed is the story of 
the appeal as told in our folder 
which will shortly be distributed 
throughout Canada. 

The council was sympathetic to 
the appeal for funds and decided 
to take steps to start a local 
campaign which would raise sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars for the fund. 

The mayor’s letter will be sent 
to the Miner’s union and also to 
the local coal companies. By this 
means it is hoped all local wage 
earners will be contacted and asked 
to solicit a small contribution to 
the Greek War Relief Fund. 

It was unanimously agreed a- 
mong the councillors that the 
council start the Coleman cam¬ 
paign with a $10 donation. 

Brigadier J. Acton, of the Sal¬ 
vation Army, now stationed in 
Newfoundland, is delivering a ser¬ 
ies of lectures on Alaska, where 
he spent several years as an 
officer and travelled thousands of 
miles by canoe, dog team, etc. 
Brigadier Acton 'is well known 
throughout Alberta, particularly 
in the south.

Hon. E. C. Manning, 34-year- 
old provincial secretary and min¬ 
ister * Of trade and industry in 
the former Aberhart government, 
was sworn in by Lieut.-Gov. J. 

C. Bowen as premier of Alberta 
on Monday after being chosen by 
a Social Credit caucus to succeed 
the late Premier William Aber¬ 
hart. 

Mr. Manning, who acted as dep¬ 
uty premier in Premier Aberhart’s 
absence and was a close friend 
of the Social Credit leader who 
died in Vancouver May 23, had 
been freely mentioned as the most 
likely choice to succeed Mr. Aber¬ 
hart. 

On Tuesday Premier Manning 
announced his new cabinet which 
embraced all members of the old 
cabinet and two former private 
members of the legislature, C. E. 
Gerhart and A. J. Hooke.

Two 'Minutes Silence Held by 
Council In Memory of Late 
Premier Aberhart; Sanitary In¬ 
spector Reports on Local Butch¬ 
ers and Restaurants. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Thursday evening. 
Present Mayor Antrobus, Coun¬ 
cillors Aboussafy, Cox, Ford, 
Jenkins and Ramsay. 

W. E. Read and Russel Vincent 
were present from the Elks lodge 
to engage the arena in July in 
order to sponsor their annual car¬ 
nival. The delegates were assured 
of the arena at a rental charge 
which will be no higher than 
charges of previous years. 

A report was made on the 
Tony Lycka case. Lycka and a 
son had met a committee appoint¬ 
ed 'by the council and which in¬ 
cluded Town Solicitor Sam Ban- 
nan on Wednesday, May 5. Des¬ 
pite several proposals made by 
the committee which would have 
resulted in Lycka reducing his 
indebtedness to the town which 
amounts to approximately $1,000, 
they were unable to get him to 
co-operate. Steps are now being 
taken whereby Lycka is being 
forced into making a certain pay¬ 
ment at regular intervals. 

The tenant of the Lycka prop¬ 
erty was present at the meeting. 
He asked council’s assurance that 
he would be allowed to remain 
in the property as Lycka had al¬ 
ready told him he had to get out. 
Council promised him they would 
take every means at their com¬ 
mand to keep him from being 
put out of the premises and to 
remain there until he was told by 
them that he would have to leave. 

A letter was received from the 
Ponoka town council in answer 
to the local council’s letter re¬ 
garding the Ponoka cemetery. The 
letter revealed that Ponoka ffl&s 
in no better position regarding 
its cemetery than was Coleman. 
Park’s chairman George Jenkins 
was authorized to have his com¬ 
mittee meet within the next two 
weeks and give thought towards 
Improving the local cemeteries. 

Provincial Sanitary Inspector J. 
Butterfield reported on his in¬ 
spection of local butcher shops 
and restaurants. Five butcher 
s'haps had been inspected, 
four were found to be good 
and one not so good. Four 
restaurants 'were inspected, two 
being in sanitary condition while 
the other two were rapidly reach¬ 
ing that state with kalsomine, 
paint brush and the liberal use 
of a scrubbing brush, soap and 
water. 

The provincial municipal con¬ 
vention dates have been set for 
June 24 and 25 at Edmonton. It 
was agreed that should one of the 
councillors see fit to take his 
car to the convention a carload 
of four councillors would rep¬ 
resent Coleman at the convention. 

Two resolutions will be put be¬ 
fore the convention by the local 
council. They are regarding hav¬ 
ing one assessor do the work of 
both the school district and the 
incorporated area of a town and 
so get a more uniform assess¬ 
ment than is in force at the 
present time. The other resolu¬ 
tion concerns the senior govern¬ 
ments making good to the towns 
all revenue lost by tax exemptions 
to men in the armed forces, who 
own property. 

Town Foreman Joe Malanchuk 
reported on several public work 
projects which he had just com¬ 
pleted. Use of the tractor, plus 
labor, on the west Coleman creek 
in turning the creek to run at 
right angle to the culvert had 
cost $261.35. Work of the tractor 
plus labor on the cemeteries cost 
$133.05, work on Fifth street had 
cost $19.50, and work on the Sports 
field cost $70.50. 

A discussion on public works 
resulted in the stop sign at 
Clarke’s residence on Second 
street being taken out. Cement 
culverts will replace two wooden 
culverts on Sixth street. 

The road leading up from the 
tennis courts to the Sports Field 
is to be improved as if is in 
very bad condition. 

The Town Foreman reported a 
party throwing rock from their 
coal bin on to the main highway 
on Second street. The foreman 
and two helpers had just raked 
ap Second street and had it look¬ 
ing in a clean condition. They had 
no sooner stopped raking when 
they noticed this party nonchal¬ 
antly picking rock out of his 
coal bin and throwing it on the 


highway. It is supposed he has 
done this for so long that he 
now does it without thinking. He 
will be asked to stop the practice. 

Complaints about the ash truck 
were fairly numerous as was evi¬ 
denced by the number of com¬ 
plaints received by several coun¬ 
cillors. Bulk of the complaints 
were regarding placing a cover 
over the ash truck as the dust 
just flies off it, especially when 
the truck turns a corner. One 
instance was given where a baby 
buggy, with a baby in it, was 
almost filled with ash dust one 
day as the truck and buggy 
passed each other at a corner. 
Mr. Makin will be given his last 
warning to place a cover over 
the ashes or he will be prose¬ 
cuted. 

Trucks, belonging to Oharlie 
Sartoris of Blairmore, are creat¬ 
ing a public nuisance in town 
when they roar down main street, 
running without silencers. Council 
will ask Mr. Sartoris that trucks 
coming through Coleman be e- 
uuipped with silencers and that 
drivers tone down the speed of 
the trucks through town as coun¬ 
cil deems it too excessive. 

A letter to the mayor from the 
Greek War Relief Fund was read. 
A donation was granted of $10. 
The letter will also be sent the 
miners’ union and the coal comp¬ 
anies in the first step to start a 
campaign whereby every local 
wage earner would give a small 
contribution towards the fund and 
in that manner it is hoped to raise 
several hundred dollars to con¬ 
tribute to the fund. The letter 
was authorized published in The 
Journal in order to acquaint cit¬ 
izens with conditions at present 
prevailing in occupied Greece. 

Canning sugar coupons are a- 
bout ready for distribution. It was 
^nroud that the same net-up 

that was formed' to issue the 
new ration books be again used 
to distribute the sugar coupons. 
Mayor Antrobus was agreeable 
and it was settled to use Antro¬ 
bus’ office on main street along 
with volunteer help. Date of issu¬ 
ance of the coupons will be an¬ 
nounced at a later date. 

In respect to the memory of 
the late Premier William Aber¬ 
hart council stood in silence for 
two minutes. It is probable that 
Mayor Antrabus will write a let¬ 
ter of sympathy on behalf of the 
council to Mrs. Aberhart.

Only a very 
small number are granted com¬ 
passionate leave.

Post-War Germany 


ONE OF THE MOST VITAL post-war problems which will face the 
United Nations will be the regeneration of the German people. For over 
twenty years the press and radio of Germany, as well as the entire educa¬ 
tional system have been controlled by the Nazis, and the affect of this on 
the mental outlook of a large part of the population has been profound. 
The task of persuading these people that they have been victimized by their 
leaders and that their whole ideology Is distorted, will be a difficult one. It 
is clear that one way in which it will have to be approached is through the 
schools, and that the entire system will have to be revised to elmininate 
all traces of the Nazi influence. It has been suggested that this will have 
to be done under the supervision of the Allied Nations, and that German 
schools must accept a standard of education which will imbue the youth 
of that country with sound principles. 

The clever use of propaganda by the Germans 
Propaganda Is has long been recognized. Not only in Germany, 
ai III J but in the countries she has sought to conquer, this 

Cleverly used weapon has been used with consumate skill. Many 
Germans were, in the beginning, impressed with the aims of ’the Nazi party 
and sincerely believed that it was working in the best interests of their 
country. When they were drawn into the war, these people realized that 
the Nazi party was founded on lies and trickery, and they have long ceased 
to have any faith in their leaders. To these people will fall the task of 
informing their countrymen of the extent to which they have been deceived 
by the Nazis, and of convincing them of the many ways in which they 
have been misinformed. It will also be necessary for the United Nations 
to be prepared to release in Germany large amounts of propaganda, telling 
them the truth about the war and the events leading up to it, and proving 
to them the extent to which they have been duped by their leaders. 

So thorough has been the whole system of Nazi 
Problem Is Not education, both in the schools and of the people 
. | ^ as a whole, that the problem of breaking down 

A Simple une all ^e principles they have taught is not going 
to be a simple one. Although many people in Germany must realize that 
they have been misled, there are no doubt many others, particularly of the 
younger generations, who will, until the end, maintain their faith in the 
Nazi party. These thousands of young people, whose outlook has been 
completely distorted, will be the most difficult to convince and to re-educate. 
No doubt post-war plans of the United Nations include a program for deal¬ 
ing with this problem and the time will come when the Germans will have 
learned that they are not a “superior” race, and that it is not their right 
to dominate weaker nations. When the German people have thoroughly 
learned these things there will be hope for permanent peace in Europe.

Natves Of New r Guinea Like Strong 
American Chewing Tobacco 

From 20 to 30 tons of the strong¬ 
est, blackest chewing tobacco that 
ever turned a man’s insides out is 
now being supplied to Australia un¬ 
der U.S. Lend-Lease, and some of it 
is going to American forces in the 
Pacific area. Reason is that the na¬ 
tives of New Guinea use it for money, 
passing it from hand to hand in 
place of dollars and dimes. In a way, 
this shows how much more advanced 
the jungle people are and how much 
smarter than civilized folks whose 
coins do not improve the soup and 
whose paper currency is no good to 
eat even with mayonnaise on rye. 

Hardened chewers couldn’t stom¬ 
ach this Pacific brand of eating to¬ 
bacco. It is called “twist.” This 
New Guinea baccy is twisted like a 
rope and cut in seven-inch lengths 
which are pressure-flattened into 
sticks a quarter inch thick and half 
an inch wide. It looks something 
like a stick of flat licorice, but don’t 
let it fool you. The tobacco is made 
from stronger, lower grade scraps 
and stems, fire-cured like snuff, and 
the sticks are heavily “cased" with a 
secret dressing which makes them 
blacker than a Jap’s heart. 

But two or three sticks will buy 
a downed airman’s way out of the 
jungle and back to civilization, com¬ 
plete with transportation via litter 
or boat, food enroute, and a guide.—

THIAMIN 

THIAMIN is also known as Vitamin B1 and it is important both for! 
the nervous system and the digestive tract. It is most important to general 
health and morale, as has been recognized by the British Government, 
which pays out thousands of pounds a year for its addition to all flour and 
bread consumed in the United Kingdom. 

Thiamin is easily destroyed by heat and ft also dissolves in the cook¬ 
ing water, so one has to be very careful in the preparation and cooking 
of food to see that as little as possible is lost. NEVER throw away the 
water in which vegetables are cooked. It is valuable in soups and gravies. 

Whole wheat bread and whole wheat cereals contain thiamin and if 
you want to be sure you get sufficient of it add one or two teaspoonsful of 
wheat germ to your breakfast cereal. Do not cook the wheat germ with the 
cereal, but sprinkle it on top or mix it in after the cereal has been cooked. 
Wheat germ may also be added to flour for muffins or other pastry. 

To get enough thiamin everyone should eat a whole wheat cereal, pre¬ 
ferably with the wheat germ added, and four to six slices of whole wheat 
bread every day. 

RECIPE 

Whole Wheat Muffins 

<4 cup brown sugar 1 cup buttermilk 

2 tablespoons fat 1 egg 

1 cup bran 2 tablespoons wheat germ 

1 i/i cups whole wheat flour 1 teaspoon baking powder 

i/ 2 teaspoon soda Vs teaspoon salt 

Cream fat and sugar; add egg, .milk, bran, and the flour, sifted well 
with soda, baking powder and salt. Mix. Pour into well-greased muffin 
tins and bake in hot oven (425 degrees) for 25 minutes. Wheat germ should 
be added just before pouring Into muffin tins.

Group Of Canadians In India 
Transporting Freight By Air 

Before the war, Canadians were 
carrying more freight by air than 
the people of any other country in 
the world, and today a small group 
of Canadians attached to an R.C.A.F. 
squadron in India is carrying on this 
tradition, said the R.C.A.F. news ser¬ 
vice. 

The dispatch said the fliers are not 
veteran bush pilots but graduates of 
the combined training organizations, 
manning sturdy Hudsons which bear 
on their noses a flying elephant in¬ 
signia. 

They all say they don’t like their 
jobs; they would rather be "fighting.” 
They fly in a shirt, shorts, socks 
dragging to the ankles and often a 
pair of sandals, and they don’t look 
a bit like the picture of the interprid 
airman in helmet, fur-lined flying suit, 
parachute and high boots. 

But they are doing a job which not 
only the R.A.F. but also the naval 
and army high commands in India 
term a vital one. Carrying it out 
means piloting the comparatively 
slow, lightly-armed Hudsons into 
areas in which it isn’t always healthy 
for a Hurricane or Mohawk to fly 
alone. 

’ There is a daily run from an air¬ 
drome in Calcutta to landing strips 
and air bases almost in Burma. The 
landing strips are paddy or rice 
fields smoothed out “just a mite,” for 
there are no paved runways at the 
battlefront, and the elaborate con¬ 
trol tower of a fully-equipped air¬ 
drome gives way to a small bamboo 
hut with a radio set, a Verey pistol 
and a red flag for equipment.

Hot Springs, Va. — Abolition of 
tariffs and restrictive measures as 
one means of solving the recurring 5 
problem of scarcity and overproduc¬ 
tion in foods was urged by the Cana¬ 
dian delegation to the world food 
conference in session here. 

In a 1,300-word memorandum to 
the conference, the Canadian delega¬ 
tion also praised as worthy of ex¬ 
amination the British proposal to 
establish internationally-financed buf¬ 
fer stocks of primary products built 
up in years of plenty to tide the 
world over in lean years. This pro¬ 
posal was termed of importance to 
Canada which, the memorandum said, 
“has suffered in the past from dis¬ 
astrous fluctuations in the prices of 
these products.” 

“If, in fact," the memorandum 
continued, “feasible proposals for 
moderation of price fluctuations by 
the management of buffer stocks, in¬ 
ternationally-held and financed, can 
be developed, they would supply an j 
element of stability to the Canadian I 
and ether similar economies which it 1 
would be very difficult to achieve in 
any other way. 

"Measures for dealing with them 
must extend beyond the field of prim¬ 
ary products. Without such meas¬ 
ures agricultural depressions will 
offer stubborn resistance to policies | 
directed to the expanding of employ¬ 
ment.

On Monday, May 31, Alberta had a new premier. He 
is the thirty four year old Ernest C. Manning, former 
provincial secretary and minister of trade in the Aber- 
hart government. 

His elevation to the premiership came as no surprise 
to Albertans as a whole due to his close relationship to 
the late premier who had tutored him in his Social 
Credit theories which had swept the province in 1935 
and in lesser degree in 1940.

Many thousands of Albertans still 
wait in hope for the fulfillment of promises made by 
the Social Credit party in 1935 and now look upon him 
to put those promises into practice.

Some of them are driven 
by gas which is carried in huge 
fabric bags which cover the roof 
of the car, and are about four 
feet high when inflated. We were 
told that on e filling of gas will 


drive the car about a hundred 
miles and costs six dollars. 

Many of the signs in London 
were of great interest to us. On 
one there was a sign “Fidney- 
Bacon-Toad”, which caused us 
to wonder if the people of London 
were even eating toads. However, 
it was explained that “Toad” is 
the name for a sort of sausage 
roll. 

Another .restaurant had the 
sign, “This restaurant will stay 
open during raids as long as the 
walls are standing.” Another sign 
on a badly wrecked building read 
“You may think this is bad, but 
you should see our Berlin branch,” 

On the whole we found the 
people of London to be cheerful 
and optimistic, so busy at the 
task of winning the war that they 
have little time for anything else. 
Evleryone is anxiious |to help 
strangers, and the city is full of 
them, so we found it surprisingly 
easy to make our way around.

We arrived in London late in 
the evening after an all-day train 
journey. There was no moon that 
night. London in the black-out is 
really black. There were army 
automobiles to meet us and we 
had a sudden and complete intro¬ 
duction to being driven through 
the blackness at what seemed to 
us to be about thirty miles an 
•hour, and on the wrong side of 
the street. 

Our car narrowly missed a 
pedestrian who was courting 
death by dodging across the street 
in the middle of the block. If he 
had been hit it looked to us as 
if he would have been entirely at 
fault, tout our guide said that in 
such a case the chauffeur would 
toe “Joe”, which in army parlance 
is the fellow who gets all the 
blame. 

London in the daytime is just 
as strange to us. On the streets 
are men and women in uniform 
from all parts of the world, “S” 
signs on nearly every comer 
pointing the way to shelters, 
other signs showing where there 
are tanks of static water, shelters 
built in the streets, closed stores, 
store windows boarded over ex¬ 
cept' for small lights of glass, 
and if there were anything else 
needed to show that we are in the 
war zone, we could look up and 
see countless balloons in the sky. 

The barrage balloons, which 
look something like 'huge fish, are 
a silver color that blends with 
the sky, so that they are hard to 
see at any distance, but in spite 
of that, one could often count 
forty or more. 

The static water is for use in 
fighting fires in case the water 
mains are destroyed or are inade¬ 
quate. In many cases the base¬ 
ments of buildings that have been 
demolished are cleaned out, ce¬ 
mented, and filled with water. 

The number of* stores that are 
closed is astonishing. Most store 
windows have been broken toy 
concussion even when the build¬ 
ings have not been hit, and there 
would not be enough glass to re¬ 
place them even if it were safe to 
do so. Therefore the windows have 
been closed up, leaving only small 
panes of glass three or four feet 
square in the centre. 

The acute shortage of labour 
is apparent in many things, as 
for instance, in the elevator ser¬ 
vices, or “lifts” as they are known 
there. People are expected always 
to walk downstairs, no matter

how many stories, and to walk 
up if not mor e than three stories. 

No one is supposed to have 
more than one bath a week, and 
then to have only five inches or 
less of water in the tub. The 
hotels no longer give a fast ser¬ 
vice for laundry, and one must 
allow several days before expect¬ 
ing its return. 

Debris from bomb damage has 
been well cleaned up, but little 
or no attempt has been made to 
rebuild. Plans for a finer and 
more beautiful London still ex¬ 
ist only on paper. 

Transportation is much better 
than we expected. Taxicabs are 
under severe restrictions as to 
gas and speed, but it is possible 
to get one when required, with a 
little delay. The principal method 
of travel in London is to take 
the underground or a bus, and 
there are plenty of the latter. 
They are of the double deck type. 
People queue up for them in a 
very orderly manner which is a 
tremendous improvement over the 
crowded confusion usually found 
around the entrance to a street 
car in Canada. 

The London subway system is 
said to toe the finest in the world, 
and it probably is. Most of the 
subways are much deeper in the 
ground than those in America. 
For that reason they have suffer¬ 
ed little or no damage, and the 
stations make excellent shelters. 
At nearly all these stations there 
are now double deck iron cots, 
similar to those used in soldiers’ 
barracks. We were told that there 
are still a few people who regu¬ 
larly sleep in the subways, but 
it was a long time before we 
actually saw some of them. 

There are many things in Lon¬ 
don that are just the same as 
ever. The pigeons -haven't left 
Trafalgar Square, although there 
may not be quite so many. It is 
a mystery what they live on, as 
people are not supposed to give 
them any good food. 

And the orators still hold forth 
in Hyde Park. Our hotel was just 
across the street from that part 
of the park where Free Speech 
is enjoyed or abused, according to 
your viewpoint. Here the soap 
box speakers can say anything 
they wish without fear of prose¬ 
cution. There are not so many 
listeners now, but on the Sunday 
that we went to hear the orators 
there was a fair sized crowd. It 
is excellent free entertainment, 
as there are always a number 
holding forth on all kinds of 
subjects. One of the most popular 
just now is “Monolulu” who waves 
a number of flags in the air, and 
talks about what the negroes have 
done to help the world. He wears 
a colorful costume to add to the

School Boys Over 17 
Years Have Chance to 
loin Canada's Army 

Will Receive Pay And Trained in 
One of Several Army Trades; 
To be Based In Canada; Must 
Secure Parents’ Permission to 
Join. 

Civilian Recruiting Officer Alex 
Easton, of the local Legion club, 
has been furnished with forms 
with which he can take the ap¬ 
plication of any school boy, 17 
years and over, who wishes to 
join the Canadian Army. 

Here are the requirements for 
boys interested: 

1. Boys who have attained the 
age of 17 years may the enlisted 
in active units or formations of 
the Canadian Army for the pur¬ 
pose of undergoing training. 

2. No boy shall be so enlisted 
without having previously obtained 
the written consent of his parents 
or guardian. 

3. Boys so enlisted shall be en¬ 
titled to receive boys’ rates of 
pay until attaining the age of 
17 l / 2 years, after which they shall 
be entitled to standard rates of 
pay as soldiers. 

4. No boys so enlisted shall be 
sent beyond Canada to a zone of 
military operations before having 
reached the full age established 
for this purpose for soldiers of 
the Canadian Army. 

* This is *a marvellous opportun¬ 
ity for young men desirous of 
serving their country, because 
not only will they ultimately serve 
if needed, but in the meantime 
they are being given a chance 
of continuing their education with 
special training in particular 
trades, so that they will be much 
better qualified to face civilian 
life following the termination of 
the war.

Reason The British Seafaring Man 
Was Called A Ltmey 

When the Allied armies met in 
Tunisia the first words of greeting, 
we are told, came from an American 
sergeant, who hailed a British patrol 
with the phrase — "Hello there, 
Limey.” 

Many people were asking why this 
particular word should have been 
used. For the answer we have to go 
back to the old sailing-ship days 
when every British craft carried a 
supply of lime-juice which was issued 
to the crew daily as a preventive for 
scurvy. Thus it came about that any 
British seafaring man was dubbed a 
“Limey". 

But the British were not the only 
nationality to have a nickname. The 
Americans were, of course, Yankees. 
Belgians, Hollanders and Germans 
were all grouped as Dutchmen, and 
any sailor from the Mediterranean 
was called a Dago. The Northern 
peoples—Danes, Swedes and Nor¬ 
wegians, were classified as “Skande- 
hoovians”, but the most delightful of 
all was the Nova Scotian, who went 
under the name of "Bluenose”.—Bel¬ 
fast News-Letter.
